After two terrific battles 
in the vicinity of Jimenez, which were 
very deadly both to the enemy and his 
own men, he spcceeded in escaping, 
reaching Mapimi this afternoon. De- 
tachments of his dismembered forces 
continued to come in until late to- 
night. i: 
The heroism of the Federal troops,” 
having to fight continually against 
odds of five to one, is really wonder- * 
ful. Gen. Aubert lett here on March: 
20 with 434 men. He traveled five 
days before arriving at Villa Lopez, 
fiftéen kilométers southwest of Ji- 
menez. On the morning of March 26 
he left Villa Lopes for Jimenez, in- 
tending to attack that town. He cov- 
ered a distance of five kilometers 
when he was attacked by 400 revolu- 
tionists, who were easily. defeated by 
only 106 cavairy, who put them to 
rout and ca fifty-eight horses. 
The Federal column then continued 
its march as far as San Pedro, where 
it met the main revolutionist force, 
which had stationed itself in the vil- 
lage and had mounted ite machine. 
guns in the church towers end roofs 
of high buliidings. At the same time 
the insurrecto artillery poured a dead 
ly fire upon the Federals from a 
height on the other side of the Florida 
River. 
The Federals attacked the insur- 
recto positions and captured them aft- 
er several hours’ fighting, driving the 
insurrectos across the river, after 
which the battle continued with each 
force firing against the other from the 
opposite banks of the river.

Measure Bidding for Divorce

Senate and House today 
Gov. Hunt’s vote of the emergency 
saloon measure, and it is now law. 
In the Senate, the vote to pass the 
bill over the veto was seventeen to 
two, and in the House, twenty-sight 
to seven. 

‘The measure repealed the old ter- 
riterial law prohibiting saloons with- 
in six miles of any construction camp. 
Unter this, saloons in Tucson, Benson, 
Vail and several other places would 
have been compelied to close immed- 
fately. The Governor vetoed the bill 
because, passing as an emergency 
matter, it did not carry the right of 
referendum. 

The recall amendment to the con- 
stitution was taken up in the Senate 
teday, as reported by the Committee 
on Constitutional Amendments, and 
passed. It was substantially the same 
as first reported, with the exception 
that the special election feature was 
eliminated. The bill was sent to the 
House for final consideration. 

The bill intended te make Arizona 
a rivel of Nevada in the divorce busi- 
ness, was killed in the House today. 
It provided but six months’ residence 
before filing papers, and had already 
passed the Senate. |

ARCTIC WILDS. 


EXPLORER COMES TO DAWSON 
FROM LOWER MACKENZIE. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE runs! 

DAWSON (r. T.) April 2.—Ex- 
plorer Joseph Jacquot hes arrived 
here after fourteen years’ continuous 
residence in the lowér Mackenzie 
River country, bordering the Arctic 
Ocean. Accompanied by Albert Ross, 
an Indian: boy. he came from Fort 
MacPherson in the record time of 
twelve and a half days. With six dogs 
they traVeled nine hours dally, 
equipped only with three light blankets 
and some flour and bacon. They 
killed five rabbits, gave most of flour 
to the Indians and carried neither 
tent or stove. The trip is thus one 
of the most remarkable winter jour- 
neys ever made within the Arctic 
Circle. During the week previous to 
starting, Jacquot made a trip of 150 
miles to Eskimo Lake, and return, to 
get his wife, whom he left with 
friends at Arctic Red River. 

About twenty prospectors and 
trappers are living in the MacKenzie 
wilderness, several accompanied by 
their wives. arry Bones, an Eng- 
lishman, is at Bsekimo Dake, gathering 
birds for the London Society. No 
recent word had. been received at 
Fort Macpherson from Explorers 
Stefansan and Alexander.

Budget for 1912-13 was  intro- 

duced by David Lloyd George, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the 
House of Commons today. 

The Chancellor was in the comfort- 
able position of having a nest est of 
$32,750,000 remaining from last year. 
Thies he said, was the largest realized 
surplus on record. 

The loss to revenue from the coal 
strike has been upwards of $2,000,000,

The estimated expenditure ot the 
fiscal year 1912-13 amounts to $934,- 
626,000, an increase of $28,905,000 
over that of last year. This is mainly 
due to the compulsory insurance act 
for workmen and the acquisition of all 
telephones in the United Kingdom by 
the state. * 

In regard to the surplus, the Chan- 
cellor said he proposed to devote the 
whole of it to strengthening the ex- 
chequer balarice because he had to 
provide for several contingencies. For 


less than had been expected. 

That. however, was only a post- 
ponement, as the ships ordered must 
ultimately be paid for. 

Another contingency was the pos- 
sible necessity for increased con- 
struction of warships mentioned by 
Winston Spencer Churchill, first Lord

Derrick Built and Oil Comes 


in Eleven Days. 


Superintendent Gets Record 


for Entire State. 


‘Oil News of Interest from 


Fields in General. 


- Robert Cook, superintendent of the 
Washington-Coalinga Oil Company, 
operating in the Coalinga field, with 
his drilling crew has 
new record for completing an oll 
well in the California fields. Well 
No. 3 of the company was finished 
about the 
work of building the derrick for the 
fourth well was delayed to some ex- 
tent by the heavy rains that pre- 
_yented the hauling of material. 
After the material was hauled onto 
the ground the derrick was erected 
and rigged up in just four days. On 
Monday March 17 at noon, well No. 
4 was spudded in, and at noon the 
following Monday the drilling was 
completed and the oil started to flow 
the following day. The hole is 328 


_ feet deep and was finished in 6%- 


inch casing. Two water sands were 
encountered and had to be shut off. 
From the time the first work was 
done in the erection of the derrick 
it was just eleven days until the ofl 
began to flow over the top of the 
casing. 

No record is available of any oil 
well ever having been completed in 
‘a shorter time than the Washington- 
Coalinga well. and until some one 
successfully disputes his right Super- 
intendent Cook will claim the honor 
of bringing oil to the surface of the 
ground in a shorter drilling period 


than thas ever before been recorded. 


The oil from the Washington-Coalinga 
wells, which are located on section 2, 
21-16, is a green refining petroleum. 
The wells flow in the neighborhood of 
ten barrels per day each, and the pro- 
duction could be measurably in- 
creased if the wells were put on the 
beam. This will not be done, how- 
ever, until @ pipe line is built to the 
pailroad.

ORTO RICO SUGAR. — 
The cane sugar producers in Hawaill, 
Porto Rico and Louisiana, as well as the 


beet sugar producers in California, Colo | 


rado, Michigan and other States, would be 
ruined if the Senate should pass and the 
President approve the measure enacted by 
the House of Representatives placing raw 
sugar upon the free list. + 

Since the acquisition of Porto Rico by the 
Treaty of Paris there has been a phenomenal 
growth in the production there of cane su- 
gar. In 1901 there were exported 68,909 
tons, which brought an average of $68.43 
per ton. In 1910 the exports had swollen 
to 284,522 tons, which sold at $82.75 per 
ton. Mr. Luis M. Rivera, the delegate in 


Congress from Porto Rico, said: “The in- 


clusion of sugar in the free list is equiva- 
lent to the immediate ruin of an industry 
that, within a conservative estimation, rep- 
resents three-quarters of the agricultural 
production and the commercial movement 
of the islands.” | 

The av price received by the Porto 
Ricans for bugar, extended over a period of 
ten years, is $3.65 per hundred pounds. The 
average cost of production is $2.50 per hun- 
dred pounds. The production of sugar is 
80 profitable an industry that in 1910 the 
value of the sugar product was $23,545,922, 
while that of all other products, such as 


975. The present tariff on sugar is $1.65 
per hundred pounds. Remove this tariff 
and the Porto Rico sugar grower would, in- 
stead of $3.65 per hundred pounds, receive 
net but $2 per hundred pounds, or 50 cents 


There is $80,000,000 of American capital 
invested in sugar manufacture in Porto 
Rico, $37,000,000 of which is invested in 
buildings and machinery. This would be 
irredeemably lost by a removal of the tariff. 
on sugar. The loss in the value of sugar 
lands would be from 40 to 70 per cent. and 


total loss that free sugar would entail on 
the Porto Ricans up to $56,000,000. 

The sugar barons, as they are called, 
would not be the only sufferers by the pro- 
posed tariff reduction. As in the course 
of ten years the sugar industry devel- 
oped and production was quadrupled, the 
wages of laborers were increased from 50 
to 70 per cent. With a decrease of wages 
to the old standard and a Umiting of the 
field of activity, 100,000 laborers would be 
without work, and the doors of emigration 
or beggary would be open to them, while 
another 100,000 would have their wages 
reduced to former figures, with no corre- 
sponding decrease in the cost of living. 
Free sugar, therefore, says Delegate Rive- 
ra, “signifies, in so far as the laborer of the 
island is concerned, not a possibility or a 
probability, but a certainty of future 

The reduction in exportation of sugar 
from Porto Rico would be necessarily fol- 
lowed by a reduction in importations. The 
importations of Porto Rico from the United 
States in 1901 amounted to but $6,965,408. 
In 1911 they reached the sum of $34,671,958. 

The beet growers of the Pacific Coast 
and the Northwest and the cane sugar 
planters of Hawaii, Louisiana and Porto 
Rico would be driven from the production 
of sugar by the Democratic free sugar bill.

Pass Resolutions to Be Sent to 
United States Engineer in This Dis- 


le trict, Setting Forth Clinching Facts 


Population 


and Resources of

The Board of Supervisors passed a 
resolution yesterday which will 


be 
sent to Col. McKinstry, United States 
Engineer in this district, indorsing 
the plan to increase the depth of the 
outer hfirbor to thirty-five feet, and 
incorporating some facts concerning 
the growth of Los Angeles county. 
The resolution is, in part, as fol- 


“Whereas, at the request of the 


Rivers and Harbors Committee of the 
House of Representatives, a second 
examination of Los Angeles outer 
Been ordered by the 
board of engineers to ascertain the 
need of an increased depth; and, 
“Whereas, Col. Charles H. McKin- 
stry, engineer in charge, has request- 
ed interested parties to present facts 
which may have a bearing on the 
need for increased depth, the Board 
of Supervisors of Los Angeles county 
berewith presents the following facts: 
“Los Angeles county had a popula- 
tion in 1900, according to the Federal 
census, of 170,298, and in 1910 it had 
a population of 504,131, an increase of 
255 per cent. in ten years. This was 
37 per cent. of the increase in the 
entire State of CaHfornia, and the 
population of the county now. has in- 
creased to more than 600,000. | 
“Included in the county is not only 
the city of Los Angeles, with an esti- 
mated population of more than 375,- 
000, but four cities under charters 
with populations varying from 10,000 


to 40,000 each, and twenty-five cities | 


of the sixth class, with a smaller pop- 
ulation, besides a large rural popula- 
tion. These facts are set forth to 
show that there is a dense popula- 
tion, approximating from 225,000 to 
250,000, outside of the city of Los 
Angeles and immediately tributary to 

Angeles harbor, which is con- 
cerned in its improvement and com- 
mercial facilities. 


“In real and personal property Los 


Angeles county had an assessed val- 
uation in 1911 of $516,894,705, based 


on 50 per cent. of the actual valua- 


tion; 648.75 miles of railroads, with 
an assessed value of $9,730,244, and 
567 miles of electric lines, with an 
assessed value of $15,761,126. 

“It has 118,300 acres under inten- 
sive cultivation and irrigation, with 
800 miles of irrigating ditches. The 


cost of these ditches was $788,300. 


“Its agricultural products in 1911 
included 2,790,000 boxes of oranges, 
valued at $7,533,000; and 1,200,000 
boxes of lemons, valued at $2,806,000. 
Immediately surrounding Los Ange- 
les county are other citrus-producing 
regions, growing from 45,000 to 50,- 
000 carloads of citrus fruits a year and 
it is estimated that at least 20,000 
carloads of this one product will be 
shipped by water as soon as the Pan- 
ama Canal is completed, with con- 
stantly increasing tonnage thereafter. 

“Other fruits and vegetables 
brought the total value of fresh hor- 
ticvitural products up, to $11,984,985 
in 1911: dried fruits and nuts $3,316.- 
995; dairy products, $1,386,825; live 
stock, $6,769,940, and poultry prod- 
ucts, $2,557,068. 

“Besides these, the county has a 
great diversity of manufacturing in- 
dustries which produced manufac- 
tured goods in 1911 totaling $61,912,- 
319 in value, and this output is grow- 
ing even more rapidly than the pop- 
ulation. 

“We desire to call attention to the 
fact that Los Angeles harbor will be 
the first port serving a dense popu- 
lation, reached by vessels coming 
through the Panama Canal to the Pa- 
cific Coast of the United States, and 
such ships, therefore, will have their 
heaviest loads and require the great- 
est depths of water at this port, and 
we believe that a sufficient depth 
should be provided by the time the 
Panama Canal is opened to provide 
for the deepest-draft ships that will 
come through the j 

“We understand that ships are now 
building for use through. the cana’ 
which will draw from thirty to thirty- 
five feet of water when loaded, and 
the city of Los Angeles is making pro- 
vision in its harbor plans for wharves 
to accommodate ships drawing thirty- 


five feet. Therefore, be it 
“Resolved, that we request the 
Federal authorities to provide a 


depth of water in the outer harbor to 
accommodate commerce drawing 
thirty-five feet of water, and that 
steps to this end be taken so that the 


required depth may be available by 
the time the Panama Canal is 
opened.“

Man Who Came Here by Way of 
the Isthmus as a Child Aston- 
ished at the Progress Made. 
Will Try to Find Family Bible in 
San Francisco. 


Astonished at what he saw in going 
from his private car to tae Alexan- 
dria, of the progress made here, Capt. 


Horace G. H. Tarr, a capitalist and 


millionaire contractor of Philadelphia, 
interestingly contrasted his visit with 
that of his first trip to the Golden 
State in 1853. ; 

Fifty-nine years ago, Tarr, then a 
boy of 10, arrived in California ac- 


|} companied by his mother, following 


a round-the-continent trip full of ex- 
citing and perilous experiences, 

“My father,.“ said Tarr, “left Mis- 
souri, where I was born, in 1849, lead- 
a party of settlers in the long, tire- 
some trip across the plains in the fa- 
mous prairie schooners. He settléd in 
Sacramento where heopened a law of- 
fice and became the attorney and legal 
adviser to Gen. Sutter, then the Meéxi- 
can generalissimo of the State. 

“In 1852 he returned to Missouri to 
bring my mother and myself to our 
new home. The trip was made almost 
entirely by the slow paddle steamers of 
those days. We floated down the 
3 to New Orleans, Where We 
took a t to Nicaragua. There We 
crossed the short isthmus by way ot 
boat up the river and into the lake 
and over the mountains on to 
the Pacific Coast. 

“When we arrived at the western 
port we found the old steamer Inde- 
pendence, owned by Commodore Van- 
derbilt, which had been sent around 
the Horn to handle western t 
Though the steamer was unsafe and 
had accommodations for only 200 
persons, More than 400 


passengers 
were crowded onto her and at differ- 


ent Mexican ports more passengers 
were taken on. 

“The trip was without Incident un- 
til we reached Magdalena Island, 
where the captain, as it was proven 
later in his trial, attempted to beach 
tee ship in order to obtain insurance. 

‘The boat struck a sunken rock 
while still a quarter mile from shore 
and, to add to the troubles, a fre 
broke out in the boiler room and the 
oll-soaked wood burned like a tin- 
derbox. 

“Confusion reigned on board, the 
captain and crew putting off to save 
their own lives. Finally my father 
and a man named Watson assumed 
command and lowered boats for the 
women and children. 

“Just as the deck fell through from 
the ravages of the flame, my father 
left the ship and, as the boats had 
been used for the women and those 
who could not swim, he and Watson 
attempted to fight the strong ebb tide 
that was carrying boats and swimmers 
far out to sea. 

“During the excitement my tataer 
had stationed me near a mast with 
atrictest instructions not to leave it 
on penalty of my lite. I saw my 
mother leave in a boat, saw the flames 
gradually coming nearer and thought 
I was lost, when I was pusaed into 
one of the last boats. 

“Out in the water were the bobbing 
heads of drowning men, but they 
could not be saved, as the boats were 
overcrowded, One of these men was 
my father. 

“When a landing was made it was 
found we were stranded on an island 
as barren as the Sahara, no food, no 
water, nothing but wide ptretches of 
white sand. After investigation it 
was discovered no family or party was 
unbroken, more than 350 lives hav- 
ing been lost. 

“In water-soaked and flimsy clothes 
the whole party of 162 survivors lived 
without food, or fire for four days, 
when we were rescued by a -Massa- 
chusetts whaler which had been in 
the North seas for three years. The 
whaler had put in wita her cargo of 
oll on the mainland for a supply of 
fresh water. They discovered our 
plight, after answering shots from 
the signal gun of the Independence, 
dragged from the wreck after she 
hed floated inshore,

Police by Clever Work Utilize

Following a line of deduction sug- 
gested by the shoes abandoned by the 
two burglars, who shot former Judge 
William H. Jamison at his home, No. 
2024 Hoover street, late Monday 
night, detectives detailed from the 
Central Station to make a search for 
the fugitives quickly ascertained the 
identity of the robbers when they 
startell on the trail yesterday and 
every available man in the depart- 
ment later was sent out on the hunt 
fer the criminals. 

Late last night it was announced 
that the officers were less than a half 
hour behind their quarry and there 
are high hopes that the two men will 
pay the penalty. The clew leading 
to the discovery of the men's names 
was unearthed by Detectives Boyd 
and Cowan after an examination of 
the shoes, hat and revolver found at 
the Jamison residence after the rob- 
bors had fought their way to freedom 
by shooting the head of the house- 
hold in a life and death struggle -for 
mastery. 

An hour later the officers entered 
a downtown lodging-house and ob- 
tained two suit cases and a traveling 
bag belonging to the robbers and an 
examination of the contents showed 
that the fugitives were C. S. Holmes, 
25 years old. and his 18-year-old 
nephew, Charles A. Holmes, both 
formerly living at El Paso, Tex. 

The two men came to Los Angeles 
about three weeks ago and claimed 
to be tourists searching for an oppor- 
tunity to make successful invest- 
ments. Although they were careful 
to say little regarding their personal 
affairs the other guests in the house 
suspected nothing until the pecullar- 
ly shaped shoes worn by the two men 
were exhibited by the police and 
identified as belonging to the two 
guests. 

Evidence of their true means of

FORMER TEXAN DRIVEN INSANE 
BY ASTHMATIC TROUBLE. 


Powder from Pistol Ignited Bed 
Clothing and Body Was Almost 
Cremated Before Discovery of the 
Tragedy Was Made—Leaves Let- 
ters for Friends.

Despondent because of his inability 
to follow his profession on account of 
failing health, William Kersting, an 
electrician, formerly connected with

Dallas, committed suicide at the Argo- 
naut Hotel, First and San Pedro 
streets, last night, by shooting him- 
self through the right temple. The 
discharge of the pistol ignited the 
bed covering and the upper part of 
the body was nearly cremated »efore 
the hotel proprietor discovered that 
there was anything amiss. 

According to letters found in the 
dead man's pockets, Kersting came to 
this city from Dallas about two weeks 
ago and hoped to derive benefit. He 
had been long a sufferer from asthma 
which prevented him from gaining his 
ordinary rest and nervous exhaustion 
followed. 

About 7 o'clock last night Kersting 
retired to his room and a few mo- 
ments later a number of guests on the 
same floor heard a muffied expiosion, 
but attributed the noise to an äüto- 
mobile. The smell of smoke cauzced 
an alarm to be given and the door 
was forced open. 

It was at rst believed that the un- 
fortunate man had been smoking and 
that the bed had become ignited by 
accident, but upon the arrival of De- 
tective "McCann a note was discov- 
ered on a stand, thanking his friends 
for kindnesses and bidding them 
good-by.

Bones, Wampum and Other Things. 

AVALON, April 2.—While digging 
a pipeline near Metropole avenue, 
workmen passed through the old In- 
Gian burial ground, and uncovered 
many trophies of archaeological value. 
With every shovelful of the black 
earth came out pieces of bone, wam- 
pum, or early historical implements. 

At the junction of Crescent avenue 
and Metropole avenue, a complete 
skeleton Was unearthed by one of the 
workmen. This is thought to have 
been the remnant of some ancient 
notable. Near the head of the skele- 
ton was found a large flat stone, sev- 
eral bone flutes, and long strings of 
wampum.

- Glendale Man Secures Franchise for 
Electric Road to Griffith Park—Will 
Hurry Work of Construction. 
GLENDALE, April 2.—At the meet- 

ing of the Glendale trustees last night 


E. D. Goode, a local retlroad builder, 
was awarded the franchise for a right- 


| of-way for an electric line to run be- 


tween this city and Griffith Park, a 
distance of about two miles southwest 
of the city. Mr. Goode was the only 
bidder for the franchise, his bid being 
$60. Work on the construction of the 
road must begin within four months 
from the date of granting of fran- 
chise. It is Mrs. Goode’s intention 
to rush the work to completion in 
order to have the line in operation 
before the coming summer is ended. 

The line will run from the intersec- 
tion of Fourth street and Brand 
boulevard along Fourth street to 
Pacific avenue, thence along Pacific 
to Vine street. It will turn west on 
Vine and will run to the western city 
limits of Glendale. From there it will 
run south to Oak drive, thence west 
on Oak to and across the Los Angeles 
River, the riverbed being crossed 
over a long trestle. It will enter 
the park a short distance south of the 
new Griffith aviation field, where later 
it will connect ‘with the branch line 
of the Pacific Electric, which will rup 
from Ivanhoe to the park. |

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SEVEN CITIES COMBINE TO 
BUILD AN OUTFALL SEWER 


OVINA, April 2.—To ascertain if 

the building of a sewer outfall 

for the joint use of several in- 
terior cities, down the San Gabriel 
River to the sea, is a feasible proj- 
ect, representatives from Whittier, 
San Dimas, Lordsburg, Claremont, 
Glendora, Azusa and Covina, assem- 
bled here today, and formed a per- 
manent organization, which will be in 
turn represented before a meeting of 
the county board of supervisors and 
also at the meeting of the county 
health officers’ association, which 
meets in Pasadena on May 1 and 2. 
The city of Pomona was not repre- 
sented, but sent word that it would 
be willing to act in conjunction with 
other cities in the preliminary in- 
vestigation, 

The meeting has grown out of the 
recent public statement of members 
of the board of supervisors, that the 
county was soon to prohibit the fur- 
ther establishment of sewer farms and 
outfalls situated outside of corporate 
limits, and that the law would prob- 
ably include an abolishment of all 
sewer farms now in operation in the 
county. The action has had its birth 
in the stand taken by the county 
against the City of Pasadena, which 
has been compelled to abandon its 
sewer outfall near Ramona Acres. 
The cities of Pasadena, Alhambra and 
South Pasadena have united in the 
preliminary work of surveying a line 
of outfall to the sea, voting the sum 
of $500 each to defray the expenses 
of the preliminary survey. 

Believing that the county cannot 
consistently prevent Pasadena from 
maintaining a sewer farm outside of 
city Umits and at the same time con- 
tinue to allow smaller cities in the 
valley to operate sewer farms, the 
several cities of the Upper San Ga- 
briel Valley are preparing for the 
inevitable. Covina, which has re- 
cently voted $70,000 in sewer bonds, 
is ready to build the system, but is 
confronted by vigorous protests from 
citizens in the vicinity of the pro 
posed sewer farm. San Dimas has an 
option on property for a sewer farm, 
but has not yet become an incor-

MAKE TRAFFIC SAFER, 
Proposed Ordinance Requires Ex- 
plosive to Be Locked Up and Pros- 
pective Users Must Indicate Use to 
Which It Is to Be Put—Sugar 
Campany Makes Proposition. 


SANTA ANA. April 2.—That it is 
the intention of the City Trustees to 
prevent any sales of dynamite except 
those that are made with police per- 
mits is shown by an ordinance that 
has been drawn and will be up for 
final passage in two weeks. The or- 
Ainance is the outgrowth of the loose 
manner in which A. E. Hawley has 
been handling his sales and keeping 
his dynamite, which he sells at re- 
tall. Hawley’s methods were made 
public when officers found that he 
was keeping his dynamite, sometimes 
a ton at a time, in his barn: without 
lock and key, open to easy burglary. 
The proposed ordinance makes it 
necessary that any person buying dy- 
namite must make application to the 
City Clerk, where he must make 
known what he wishes to do with it. 
Sales can be made only on the per- 
mit of the Chief of Police. It was 
found that Hawley sometimes sold the 
explosive without filling out the blank 
space left for a statement of the pur- 
pose for which it was wanted. 
Dynamite cannot be handled in the 
city except in small. quantities. The 
dealer must provide a magazine, 
practically burglar-proof, outside the 
city limita.
